T HE BRITISH National Party is 
battling to save a 127 year-old 
school that council chiefs want to 
close down. 

Mixenden Community Primary 
School in Halifax faces the chop 
because Calderdale Council wants to 
save money and fill surplus spaces at 
other schools in the town. 

Despite a 1,200-name petition to 
keep the school open, and numerous 
protests from a parents’ action group, 
Conservative, Labour and Lib-Dem 
councillors voted for closure with 
just three BNP councillors and one 
maverick Liberal Democrat opposing 
the motion. 


Richard Mulhall, leader of the BNP 
group on Calderdale Council said that 
the battle to save the school was far 
from over. 

“Mixenden Primary is an improving 
school which is recovering from a 
spell in the dolldrums. It just needs 
more time. 

“Levels of attendance are at the 
highest for two years and there is a 
real belief that this year’s SATS will 
show that academically the school is 
going the right way as well. 


“But what is most important is that 
the school is at the heart of the local 
community and if you close it that 
community will start to disintegrate. 
“On a cold dark winter morning 
you can’t expect mothers with young 
children to relish a long walk to drop 
them at school. 

“Families will simply look to move 
to be nearer to a school, and when 
they go so will the other services 
which depend on their custom. We 
can’t allow this to happen.” 


“The people of Oldham have a great 
opportunity to say. ‘No - we don’t 
want this’. A big BNP vote would 
force the Government to rethink this 
and if we can get BNP councillors 
elected, we can ensure that it’s not 
brought in by the back door.” 

57% immigration rise 

NEARLY 700,000 asylum seekers 
and migrant workers from Eastern 
Europe arrived in Britain last year 
according to the Office for National 
Statistics.

New sheltered housing block 
Is for Muslim elders only 


A NEW sheltered housing block 
in the East End of London 
which opens next month has been 
reserved by Tower Hamlets Council 
for Muslim elders only. 

The 40 new homes, together with a 
day centre, have been built on the site 
of an old people’s home that during the 
last century catered for the capital’s 
more traditional pensioners. 

The complex, which has been fitted 
with all the latest security technology, 
will provide specialist services such as 
halal meals, Bengali-speaking carers 
and Islamic praying facilities. 


Tower Hamlets councillor Sira Islam, 
said that there was a hidden level of 
need among elderly Bangladeshis: 
“The ‘one size fits all’ approach to social 
services is no longer acceptable.” 

Jason Douglas, the BNP lead candidate 
for the London Assembly elections, 
told Freedom that such a move was 
typical of the mentality that pervaded 
politics in the capital today. 

“Can you imagine the outrage if a 
council offered whites-only sheltered 
housing, despite this being what many 
of our OAP’s want now. 

“There is an agenda amongst

destroying our communities

T HE LATEST British Crime 
Survey shows that public 
perception of the risk of becoming 
a victim of crime has reached an 
all-time high, with the fear of crime 
highest amongst the elderly and 
women living in inner-city areas. 
Despite the very real impact this 
fear of crime has upon peoples’ 
lives, the Government and their 
criminal justice commentators 
dismiss these fears as being 
‘unfounded’ and ‘irrational’. 

Safety concerns are answered with an 
array of statistics claiming to show that 
criminal activity is on the decrease, 
and those concerned are portrayed as 
media-manipulated neurotics. 

But the fear of crime and anti-social 
behaviour is real enough to leave 
parents in many urban areas afraid 
to let their children walk to school 
alone and for the elderly to be 
effectively imprisoned in their 
homes after dark. 

This fear curtails individual freedom, 
destroys social cohesion and destabi¬ 
lises community life. It is a reality 
that needs to be addressed, almost as 
much as the level of crime itself. 
People are afraid because they sense 
that the battle for law and order is 
being lost and that public protection 
has taken a back-seat to other political 
considerations. People feel that it is 
the human rights and civil liberties of 
the criminal, not the victim, that is 
of paramount importance in today’s 
topsy-turvy criminal justice system. 
For our people to feel safe and 


protected is the most fundamental 
aspect of civil liberty. 

As part of the accepted social contract, 
we all give up a little of our freedom 
to the state in return for public 
protection. The majority of us accept 
that individual rights are inextricably 
linked with the duty to behave in 
a reasonable, civil manner and to 
uphold the rights of others.

If law and order is to prevail, this 
contract must be restored as the 
foundation stone of our criminal 
justice system. 

The criminal justice process must 
ensure that criminal and anti-social 
behaviour is punished with measures 
sufficiently stringent to convince 
criminals that crime doesn’t pay. 

The police must make their priority 
the protection and well-being of the 
law abiding majority. 

There needs to be a return to old-style 
community policing, focused as much 
on crime prevention and tackling 
disorder as on crime solving. 

The return of the ‘Bobby on the Beat’ 


will rebuild the public’s trust and 
ensure cooperation in fighting crime. 
Officers must be relieved of the 
straightjacket of bureaucracy and 
equal opportunities legislation that 
restricts their freedom to respond 
sensibly to incidents of crime 
The principle of zero tolerance for 
criminal and anti-social behaviour 
should be upheld by strategies such 
as the child curfew. 

Despite the irrational bleating of 
bleeding-heart liberals concerned for 
the civil liberties of a disorderly 
few, the recent imposition of a local 
child curfew in Wigton, Cumbria, for 
example, served not only to reduce 
crime and disorder levels but, just as 
importantly, made people feel safer 
and less fearful. 

This kind of ‘order maintenance’ 
policing must be backed up by 
aggressive law enforcement campaigns 
designed to address serious crime. 
High visibility crackdowns on known 
criminals, such as Cleveland Constab¬ 
ulary’s Operation Sabre, should be 
carried out by all forces. Such 
campaigns show the criminals they 
can’t terrorise our communities and 
then demand respect for their rights 
and civil liberties. 

The British National Party has the 
policies and, more importantly, 
the will to target the criminals and 
the hooligans who are destroying 
our communities. People have a 
right to feel safe and the BNP will 
make sure that this civil liberty of 
the silent majority is protected at 
all costs.

Armoured Personnel carriers, Army 
lorries and other vehicles are being 
auctioned off at ridiculously cheap 
prices as the costs of sending our 
soldiers to the Gulf spiral out of 
control. 

With a £3 billion hole blasted in 
our country’s defence budget, the 
Ministry of Defence has been forced

T HE BRITISH Nationalist 
alternative to the global greed 
market machine has just chalked 
up record-breaking success on the 
High Street and all without 
monopolising markets or ripping 
off the shopper. 

The John Lewis Partnership, which 
includes both John Lewis department 
stores and Waitrose supermarkets, as 
well as swish London store Peter 
Jones, topped £5 billion in annual 
sales for the first time, earning £200 
million in profits. 

But it is what happens to these 
profits that shows how John Lewis 
is special. 

They don’t vanish into the assets of 
vast corporate City shareholders, or 
into secret slush funds on the Virgin 
Islands. 

No, the £87 million profit not 
ploughed back into the business 
was shared amongst the people who 
earned it - the 59,000 staff of John 
Lewis. They got a bonus equal to six 
week’s pay, up 29% on last year. 
John Lewis’s workforce own their 
company. After a year’s probation, 
each staff member, from the girl on 
the Waitrose checkout to company 
chairman Sir John Hampson, becomes 
an equal Partner in the John Lewis 
Partnership. 

It’s their company and just like in every 
other company, their work makes the 
company succeed, their labour earns 
its profits. The difference is, they get

to keep the fruits of their own labour. It 
is not stolen from them by exploiters, 
bosses and City sharks. 

But John Lewis’s co-operative 
ownership is not just good for its 
staff.

John Lewis’s and Waitrose are owned, 
not by fund-managers in the City or 
New York, but by ordinary British 
people. 

They don’t use their buying power 
to drive small suppliers, firms and 
farmers, into ruin. 

They don’t monopolise the market to 


squeeze the shopper, and John Lewis 
has no plans to expand its chain 
of 26 department stores because the 
company is owned and controlled by 
its workers.

Crisis in Care: BNP pledge 
to Britain’s senior citizens

P TO 500,000 elderly people 
in Britain are suffering abuse 
and neglect at the hands of 
sub-standard domestic and 
residential care agencies. 

Figures produced by the Commission 
for Social Care Inspection reveal that 
more than half of the companies paid 
to look after the elderly are failing 
to meet even the minimum standards 
required to retain a care licence. 

This crisis in care is the result of a 
deliberate attempt by both Conserv¬ 
ative and Labour Governments to 
wash their hands of responsibility for 
the care of the elderly in an effort 
to avoid the costs associated with an 
increasingly aged population. 

Lack of government funding, 
combined with the abandonment of

the bulk of care provision to private 
companies motivated primarily by 
profit has created a chaotic home and 
residential care system. 

The abysmal work and pay conditions 
available within this resource-starved 
industry ensure that frontline care 
is delivered by poorly trained, 
overworked, underpaid and thoroughly 
disillusioned staff. 

Despite the shocking levels of abuse 


and neglect suffered by the most 
vulnerable section of our society, 
mainstream political debate on the 
issue of care for the elderly continues 
to be dominated by concern for costs. 
No such concern, however, is 
expressed over the immense expense 
involved in the provision of services 
for asylum seekers and economic 
migrants, even though these recipients 
of the best that British Social Services 
can provide haven’t paid a penny into 
our National Insurance Scheme.

I N HIS acclaimed book, Facing the Ocean - the Atlantic and 
its Peoples , Oxford University professor Barry Cunliffe 
paints a grim picture.

After the war, he took an honours 
degree at Oxford in English Language 
and Literature and did a post-graduate 
Colonial Service course in 1950-51. 
In the following years, Douglas was 
a District Officer in Nigeria, and 
spent two years with the BBC before 
returning to the RAF and retiring as a 
Squadron Leader in 1966.

T HERE WAS another important 
by-election test for the British 
National Party in Madeley Ward in 
Telford, Shropshire, on April 22nd 
and the BNP candidate Martin 
Coleman, came through it with 
flying colours. 

Martin needed to poll 11 % to keep the 
party on target to get an MEP elected 
in June, and yesterday his small and 
inexperienced campaign team secured 
188 votes which amounted to a very 
healthy 13.0%.

Tony Blair wants to end 
shipbuilding on the Tyne

S HIPBUILDING on the Tyne 
will come to an end in 2006 if the 
Government continues to withhold 
vital Ministry of Defence orders. 

Swan Hunter shipyard in Wallsend 
has warned that the company’s 1,500 
highly skilled workers will be sacked 
and the yard moth-balled if the 
Government continues to deliberately 
delay promised multi-million pound 
building contracts. 

Swan is due to finish work on its current 
MoD contract in 2006 and expected 
to complete two new aircraft carriers 
before beginning work on a Royal 
Navy auxiliary hospital ship in 2008. 
But the MoD has now postponed 
the aircraft carrier order and left 
the company facing a potentially 
ruinous two-year gap in its order book 
between 2006 and 2008. 


Although directly responsible for 
the crisis situation now threatening 
Swan’s survival, the MoD has refused 
pleas to rescue the company by 
bringing forward the hospital ship 
order to 2006. 

Disillusioned shipyard workers fear 
that the delay of contracts is part of 
a deliberate strategy by the Labour 


Government to reduce defence costs 
by getting ships built in Europe. 
Severing Swan’s lifeline of contract 
work will destroy this beleaguered 
survivor of the North East’s once 
flourishing shipbuilding industry and 
free Tony Blair to transfer promised 
contracts to cheaper foreign 
companies. 



T HE LABOUR Government is 
planning to sell off the training 
of our Royal Air Force pilots to a 
foreign-run company. 

Under their proposed ‘Military Flying 
Training System’ scheme, the RAF’s 
own flying schools, which have 
trained the defenders of our skies for 
over 75 years, will be shut down. 
RAF pilot training will be sold off 
to the highest bidder, providing a 
lucrative 25 year contract costing us 
taxpayers at least £12.5 billion. 

Four bidding consortia are sniffing 
round to grab a piece of the action but 
none are wholly British companies. 
Two have no British involvement 
whatsoever, one being a US-French 
Boeing-Thales co-production and

Labour’s privatisation plan for the 
protection of our country is certain to 
end up with British taxpayers being 
asked to pay foreigners to train the 
RAF pilots who protect us.

BNP would ban ritual slaughter 


LABOUR’S hypocrisy over the 
banning of hunting on animal welfare 
grounds has been fully exposed after 
the Government backed the barbaric 
practice of ritual slaughter of animals 
without any pre-stunning.
